ALL POWERS GET A SHARE 


Belief Expressed by Officials That 
Blockade of Ports Will Be 
Raised Soon, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—[Special. ]— 
Minister Bowen, acting for Venezuela, met 
te representatives of the powers by ap- 
polmiment today and explained to them the 
Hs of his plans for paying the claims 
: st President Castro’s government. 
— Mayor des Planches the Italian am- 
passador, spoke for the powers, and the ne- 
‘gotiations were conducted in French. 

The first question raised was concerning 
the division of the monthly payments and 
whether they would be divided in proportion 
to the size of the respective claims or be 
made equal to each of the claimant powers. 

Mr. Bowen said he was quite willing to 
leave this to the powers themselves to set- 

tle, and that any arrangement they might 
make would be satisfactory to Venezuela. 


Question of Preference Open. 


Another detail was the question of pref- 
erential treatment of the allied powers as 
against France, Denmark, Holland, Norway 


and Sweden, Belgium. Spain, and the United 


States in the payment of indemnity. 

* The point was made by Mr. Bowen that 

were the dispute referred to The Hague 
tribunal all the powers would be required 
to stand on®an equality, and as this ques- 

tion did not form a part of the allies’ con- 

dition precedent to the raising of the block- 
ade, it did not seem fair that it should be 
presented as essential, now that Venezuéla 
had complied with the original proposition 
and offered a satisfactory guaranty. 

This answer was cabled to the foreign of- 
fices at London, Berlin, and Rome tonight. 

The force of Mr. Bowen's contention has 
appealed to the allies’ representatives here, 
and there is reason to believe Great Britain, 
Germany, and Italy will yield on this ob- 
jection and sign the protocol for the raising 
of the blockade. 

The blockade once lifted, the representa- 
tives of all the powers having claims against 
Venezuela will treat with Mr. Bowen sep- 
arately for the settlement of their indemni- 


Part of Offer Satisfactory. 
BERLIN, Jan. 27.—It is learned in official 
circles that the government is satisfied with 
President Castro’s offer of 30 per cent of the 
customs receipts, which it is calculated will 
lead to an immediate satisfactory basis for 
negotiation and will result in the raising of

German Explains Bombardment. 


LONDON, Jan. 27.—Count von Quadt, the 
German charge d'affaires at Washington, 
has been instructed to communicate to the 
United States government and Count Wolff- 
Metternich, the German ambassador here, 
further particulars of the circumetances 
which occasioned the bombardment of Fort 
San Carlos, Venezuela. : 

According to this statement the German 
— Panther was proceeding to enter 
“Maracaibo lagoon when it was fired upon by 
Me fort and had no alternative but to return 
e fire. The commander of the Panther 


; ‘communicated with the German commodore, 


and thereupon other German warshipe were 
ordered to bombard Fort San Carlos. 

* It fs affirmed’ dy the German efficial® here 
that the action ot Fort San Carlos was prob- 
ably. directed from Caracas, the purpose 
being to gain American and European sym- 
pathy by making it appear that the Germans 
were acting harshly. 

As indicative of the fact that the Germans 


do not desire to embroil the situation un- 


necessarily it is pointed out in the official 
Statement that the Restaurador, now under 
the German flag, was recently closer to the 
shore at La Guayra when many rifle shots 
were fired at it, but, in order not to cause 
trouble, it left without returning the fire. 


Reported Friction Denied. 


The following statement was authorized 
by the German embassy here: There is 
not the slightest truth in the reports of 
friction or misunderstanding between Eng- 
land and Germany in regard to Venezuela. 
Both governments continue to act in perfect 
harmony and will simultaneously withdraw 
the blockade ate the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 


Predicts End of Blockade Today.

CARACAS, Jan. 27.—The news cabled yes- 
terday that the blockade would be called off 
tomorrow is confirmed by the semi-official 
Press here, which says: There are well 
founded reasons today for the belief that the 
blockade will be suspended between today

USM AT ASYLUM EIR 


BRAVE NURSES SAVE HUNDREDS 


IN LONDON HORROR. 


List ot Fifty-four Victims Woula Be 


Much Longer Were It Not for the 
Coolness of the Attendante—With 
Blase Following Them the Young 
Women Drive Patients | from the 
Flames They Would ‘Leap Into— 
Five Buildings Destroyed. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Jan. 27.—Fifty-four hopelessly 
insane women were suffocated or burned to 
death this morning in a fire that destroyed 
the annex of the Colney Hatch Insane asy- 
lum, six miles north of Lendon, and which 
was marked by many deeds of heroism. 

There were 600 women patients asleep in 
the buildings when the fire started, and with- 


in a few minutes they were all practically 
unmanageable. 


Nurses and Doctors Brave. F 


* 


Almost the only feature relieving the 


tragedy of its horrors was the devoted cour- 
age of the nurses and doctors As soon as the 
alarm was raised hundreds of the members 
of the staff, many half clad, rushed from the 
main building to the annex and helped the 
attendants there remove patients. Few of 
the latter coulé be made to understand the 
situation. They knew it was night, and that 
it was never to rise at night, and 
they could not be persuaded to break this 
habit. Those few who were able to realize 
the danger assisted the attendants. 
Patients with sulcidel tendencies the 
most difficult to handle. Cajolery w 
less and coercion had to be used. The patien 
fought flercely. One of them bit a nurse's 
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finger off, while others punched their res- 
cuers and tore out their hair“ Dozens of 
the nurses were badly hurt, but they strug- 
gled on. Other inmates fought among them- 
selves like ankry animals, and resisted with 
the strength of madness the interference of 
the nurses. 
Patients Impede Rescuers. 

Hardly less difficult to deal with were the 
epileptics. These fell in fits and had to be 
lifted and carried through the smoke and 
flames, the rescuers often being obstructed 
by other patients. 

The least troublesome were those who were 
fascinated by the glare. They laughed in 
childish glee and ran about interrupting the 
work of rescue. 

While hardly any of the surviving patients 
are seriously hurt, it is otherwise with the 
staff and doctors. The female nurses belong- 
ing to the ward where the fire began, being 
the day staff, were in bed when the alarm 
was sounded. They knew its meaning and 
immediately rushed to the ward. It wasin 
absolute darkness and the smoke was dense. 
They could hear some of the patients ther 
and, reaching them, pushed them into the 
eorridor, where it was hardly possible to 
breathe. 

The nurses sent these patients forward 
and returned to rescue others. As they 
brought these out those first rescued were 
running back all excited. Other attendants 
came to the help of the nurses, and the pa- 
tients were carried out after being wrapped 
in blankets to prevent em from fighting 
and scratching. One rse, herself weak- 
ened by the smoke, fefl twice. She thought 
she was lost, but her comrades thrust her 
through a window and thus saved her life. 
This was only one instance of many of the 
same sort. . 

Five wooden buildings were destroyed, and 
the fire progressed so rapidly that it was im- 
possible to organize the work of rescue. 

The authorities admit the buildings were 
unsafe and tHat the water supply was inade- 
quate. The firemen, when they arrived, 
were powerless to check the flames and sim- 
ply sought to get the insane women to places 


Entire Annex in Ruins. 

In three hou o buildings were in ruins 
and the work of searching for the dead was 
commenced. 

It may be days before a complete count 
can be made, as many of the women fied 
away from the asylum, and are now wander- 
ing about the country. 

The five buildings were each fifty feet by 
forty. They were built of well dried, sea- 
soned wood and had corrugated zinc roofs. 
These buildings were heated by hot water 
pipes from a steamhouse at the bottom of 
the slope. | 

Buildings Perfect Fire Trap. 

The burned buildings were connected with 
the main building by a corridor. On each 
side of the corridor were five day and five 
night dormitories. The only exit from these 
dormitories was a single door from each into 
the corridor. The temporary building was 
thus a huge peminsula with a narrow neck 
running out from the mainland of the asy- 
lum, 

The asylum was opened in 1851 at a cost of 
$2,000,000. All that remains of the three 
acres of buildings are the brick foundations. 
The buildings which were destroyed were 
built some seven years ago. It was intend- 
ed that they should not remain in use for 
more than five years.

| Try to Fix the Blame. 

If the disaster was a culpable one blame 
apparently attaches to the council. The 
newspapers raise this question of responsi- 
bility.

LONDON, Jan. 28; 3 a. m. The feeling of 
optimism respecting Venezuela has 
strengthened by the dispatches from Berlin 
and Washington. The foreign office has re- 
mained silent, but the success of Bowen's 


negotiations and the speedy suspension of 
the blockade are assumed by officials.and pol- 
iticians as inevitable, since Berlin seems not 
only conciliatory but eager to remove the 
unfavorable impression caused by the bom- 
bardment of San Carlos. 
It is also contended that the new German 
at Washington, who has been 
selected on account of his tactful qualities 
and his friendly feeling for everything Amer- 
ican, will not wish to enter upon his new 
career as an obstructionist when a reasona- 
ble basis of settlement has been proposed. 


Berlin Returning to Reason. 


The newspaper writers are not admitted 
to the sick rooms of the convalescent prime 
minister and foreign secretary, but they 
unite in reporting progress on the strength of 
the evidences of a return of reason in Ber- 
lin, and also in warning the British min- 
isters that they ought to profit by the dis- 
agreeable’ and humiliating experience and 
resolve never again to be drawn into an iron- 


in the western hemisphere. It is an open 
secret that Premier Balfour has been in 
constant communication with the king and 
Lord Lansdowne, and had frequent confer- 
ences with the diplomats respecting the set- 
tlement of the Venezuela affair. He has 
labored arduously to bring about a suspen- 
sion of the blockade, and the acceptance of 
Bowen’s terms as an unsettled Venezuela 
affair is the last question with which he de- 
sires to open parliament. 

A report from the German naval authori- 
ties was received late in the afternoon, and 
created a good impression, not because the 
defense was ingenious but because the Ber- 
lin foreién office was evidently in a mood for 
conciliation. 

No Harm in Alaska Treaty. 

The Alaska convention is regarded here 
as a statesmanlike expedient adopted in a 
neighborly spirit of accommodation, with 
Dyea and Skaguay included in the scope of 
the commission's inquiry. The entire contro- 
versy can be taken up in a reasonable and 
amicable way without the feeling on either 
side that compulsion will be employed in the 
final award of an arbitrator. The six men 
around the table will find out whether it is 
possible for Anglo-Saxons and good neigh- 
bors to agree upon a practical method of 
measuring ten marine leagues from the ocean 
and the adaptation of the problem to the 
physical conditions of the mainland, head- 
lands, and outlying archipelagos. Even if

Helen Strum, a Maid Employed by Mrs. 
C. W. Dempster, Drinks Poison in 
Drug Store and Declines to Take an 
Antidote—Succumbs While in Am- 
balance — Empty Envelope with

Motive—Other Suicides Reported. 


Standing in the doorway of the drug store 
where she had just bought the poison, Helen 
Strum, a maid employed by Mrs. Charles W. 
Dempster, 10 Astor street, drank half an 
ounce of carbolic acid yesterday afternoon. 

Tell Ghariie what I have doe,“ she 


gasped as the clerk sprang toward her. 


She 


refused to take any antidote and died in a 


few minutes. 


In her hand the girl held an 


empty envelope addressed to Charles Ander- 


son, 5337 Fifth avenue. 


Anderson told the 


police that he knew the young woman only 


slightly, but added that he thought she was 


in love with him. 


The young woman left Mrs. Demster's 
house late in the ufternoon and went to 
Scherer’s drug store at State and Division 


streets. 


When she asked for carbolic acid 


the clerk, John Herman, questioned her. 
Her answer was satisfactory and she secured 


the acid. 


Drinks Acid; Refuses Antidote. 


Walking to the front of the store, the girl 
stood for a minute looking out into the fog. 
Then she uncorked the bottle and swallowed 
half the contents. Herman caught her and 
with the assietance of Samuel Donaberger, 
another clerk in the store, attempted to 
force oil down the girl's throat to relieve 


her suffering. 


She defied their efforts to save her.

Gale, State and Division streets, and Dr. 
Philip S. Doane, 10 Astor street, were sum- 
moned. Dr. Doane recognized the girl as a 
maid employed by Mrs. Dempster, and upon 
being questioned further the girl said that 


her name was Helen Strum.

Miss Strum soon became unconscious, how- 
ever, and died on the way to the hospital.

Every 
facility which the railroads possess will be 
utilized during these twenty-four hours in 
pouring coal into Chicago as rapidly as loco- 
motives can haulit. All this is to happen if 
the traffic managers agree to the proposi- 
tion which will be put up to them. 


Shortage Is Acute Again. 

The coal situation has gone completely 
around the circuit in the last month and is 
now back at the starting point. The railroad 
companies.are said to be the whole cause of

An adjustment of the grievances of the 500 
cracker packers at the Kennedy bakery of 
the National Biscuit company was reached 
yesterday, and alt of the 1.200 employés of 
the plant will return to work today. The girls 
practically won their point, as the manager, 
Charles W. Sample, agreed to recognize or- 
ganized labor. 

When the conference was called, Albert 
Young president of the teamsters, was pres- 
ent. He went to see the three girls whose pre- 
vious refusal to join the union had occasioned 
the trouble, and they at once agreed to cap-. 
itulate. Later at a meeting of the packers they 
were received into the union. The bakers and 
shippers, who had gone out on a sympathetic 
strike, promptly voted to go back. 


Plan a Temple of Labor. | 

Thirty-six unions in the packing trades’ 
council have started a movement for the 
erection of a labor temple in the stockyards 
district. According to the plans outlined a 
four story building will be constructed, 
which will provide quarters for office and 
meeting purposes for the organizations in- 
terested. 

The structure is intended to be the labor 
headquarters for the southwest portion of 
the city. Each of the trades contributing has 
pledged, it is said, $1,000 toward the enter- 
Prise.

They kept quiet regarding it until the last 
session and then made it public. The dele- 
gates cheered the announcement, for it is 
the one course they wish pursued. 


Illinois First in Line. 

Illinois was the first state to announce the 
stand through W. D. Ryan of Springfield, 
Ohio,, through its president, H. W. Haskins 
of Bridgeport, followed, and Secretary 
Treasurer W. B. Wilson suggested that pos- 
sibilities of trouble were not remote. He 
even hinted that should it occur a $10,000,- 
000 defense fund would not be too much to 
warrant success. 

1 have one thing that might as well be 
said now as later,’’ remarked W. D. Ryan, 
and that is regarding the joint conference 
that is soon to open. We should not prolong 
it, as has been done frequently in the past, 
for we know what we want. We can tell 
the operators that the convention and the 
scale committee have been conservative in 
their demands. 

“If they do not wish to grant them they 
may feel like doing it aftera short time.

I don’t look to the trade union movement 
as the ultimate solution of the labor prob- 
lem,“ he declared, but I don't believe in 
any of the heresies that some people are 
trying to inculcate into it. There is a great 
evolutionary movement going on that will 
ultimately change our affairs. It will go o 
and on, and you cannot help it by passing 
resolutions. | 

“I want to see the united mineworkers 
I do not be- 
lieve in choosing any false gods and chasing 
after rainbows. I want to steer clear of the 
rocks that have wrecked other organizations. 
I have seen many unions go down because 
they wanted to go too fast.”’ 

An announcement was then made that the 
Illinois delegates would hold an executive 
session in Masonic hall tomorrow morning, 
and the convention adjourned to meet next 
year at Indianapolis. 


Strike Commission Grinds On. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 27.—The anthracite 
strike commission will get through with the 
independent operators by tomorrow. The 
Reading company will follow during the re- 
mainder of the week. Albert C. Leisenring, 
superintendent of the Upper Lehigh Coal 
company, said he believed the meeting of 
employer and employé to be beneficial to both 
parties, and when asked if he preferred to 
allow his mine to fill with water rather than 
grant his men an eight hour working day 
he said he would rather not. H. K. Christ, 
a coal breaker builder, said he was refused 
permission by the district officers of the 
united mineworkers to build two breakers 
while the strike was in progress.

TALKS PLAINLY ON OPPOSITION 
TO GIVING HIM POWER. - 


Only Censure, He Says, Caused by Cut- 
ting Of a Few Score Incompetent 


Federation Present 
Park Church, Where Address Is De- 
livered, but They Keep Silence, —

ers’ federation Zupt. E. G. Cooley discussed 
school affairs: last evening at the Lincoln 
Park church. The superintendent did not 
mince matters when he told of the operation 
of the so-called one man power ” régime, 
end when he’ declared that the election of 
school trustees in a city like Chicago would 
work injury to the schools. 

The federation teachers, among whom was 
Miss Catherine Goggin, heard their pet 
theories riddled, but did not speak when the 
superintendent, at the close of his address, 
told his auditors they might ask questions to 
clear up anyhing he had left incomplete. It 
was apparent that the superintendent court- 
ed the chance to answer publicly some of the 
arguments of the federation leaders, but the 
latter kept out of the discussion, which was 
led by the Rev. David Beaton, pastor of the 
church. 


“One Man Power“ Misnomer. 


“The term ‘one man power’ is a mis- 


the board of education,” said Mr. Cooley. 
“The superintendent is not given the power 
to appoint a teacher or to select a text book. 
The plan simply requires that educational 
matters shall be passed upon by the super- 
intendent, who is supposed to be an expert, 
before they go before the board. 

„The result is that it fixes responsibility 
and gives publicity to all the work of the 
board in this regard. The superintendent is 
invested with more influence, perhaps, but 
with no more power. Do you hesitate to 
place power in hands the only censure 
against which is that they have cut off from 
the teachers’ corps a few score of incompe- 
tent teachers? 

“Do you know how it is that with over 
$500,000 less revenue than we had in 1901 
we are able to pay the highest schedule of 
salaries ever paid in Chicago? It is because 
we have cut off a few of the incompetent 
teachers and have done some readjusting in 
other directions. We have scraped off the 
barriacles, as it were.“ 


Result of Electing Boards. 

The question of electing school boards was 
brought up by Dr. Beaton when he asked 
the superintendent to speak of it. Mr. Cooley 
spoke of the experiences with elective 
boards in other cities, and said: 

The opinion of nearly all thinking school- 
men is that it would be a mistake to make 
the board of education an elective body. 
Other cities have turned from the elective to 
the appointive system.“ 

How about Boston and St. Louis?“ was 
asked. 

Boston has an elective board, and in a 
recent periodical I saw an article which de- 
clared its schools to be the worst governed 
in the country,” said Mr. Cooley. St. 
Louis has an elective board. I am sure one 
cannot praise St. Louis’ municipal govern- 
ment, and its schedule of salaries for teach- 
ers is the lowest in the country for cities of 
its size. 

Compulsory Law Weak. | 
In answer to an auditor who wished to 
know about the compulsory education act, 
Mr. Cooley said the law was weak and that 
it was not so well enforced as it might be be- 
cause of the limited assistance given the 
superintendent of public instruction. 
The city is large, and the parents take 


every advantage to evade the law, even to 
the point of making false statements as to 


the age of their children. We find, however, 
that foreigners are as anxious to avail them- 
selves of the opportunities of the schools as 
the native born.“

Representatives of a Number of Bau- 


cational Institutions Meet at a Ban- 
aget in the Auditorium and a Plea 


Is Made for More Advanced Methods 


of Instruction Needs of the Medical 
Schools Recited—Program for To- 
day~Tremont House Dedication. 


A plea for even more advanced methods in 
education in general and professional edu- 
cation in particular, was made last night at 
the third annual banquet,of the Northwest- 
ern University club, held in the Auditorium 
hotel. Preceding the banquet there was a 
reception in the hotel parlors for President 
Edmund J. James and the guests of the uni- 
versity. | 

The banquet was the beginning of the an- 
nual celebration of ‘founders’ day.“ in 
which there is increased interest this year 
because of the dedication of the new profes- 
sional school building and the presence of a 
number of visitors from other universities, 
The exercises proper will be held today, 

President Arthur T. Hadiey of Yale did 


not arrive in Chicago in time to attend the 


banquet, but will be present at the ceremonies 
this afternoon. 


Many Educators Present. 

More than 300 members of the faculty, 
trustees, alumni, and students of North- 
western were present at the banquet, which 
began at 8 o'clock. President James pre- 
sided and sat at the center of the speakers’ 
table. About him were Prof. Charles M. 
Stuart of Garrett Biblical institute, the 
toastmaster; Harlan John Cozipe; William 
Williams Keen, dean of Jefferson Medical 
college; James Barr Ames, dean of the Har- 
vard Law school; Albert Benjamin Prescott, 
dean of the Michigan Pharmacy school; Rob- 
ert M. Cumnock; Arthur Robbins Edwards

Tells of Medical Needs, 

Prof. Keen referred to the advance that has 
been made in medical education, but declared 
that the attention that is given it is not com- 
mensurate with its importance. 

‘“‘ Enormous amounts of money.“ he said, 
have been given for purposes of education, 
in endowments to many colleges, but in com- 
parison to that which has been given to other 


branches of education the money set apart 


for the study of medicine is a mere pittance. 
It is these medical schools on which the 
health of the community depends that are 
relatively neglected. . 

“In fifty years the most enormous strides 
have been made in medicine by the introduc- 
tion of the laboratory method, und the results 
of these advanced methods of study have 
been of immense benefit to humanity. The 
discovery of the antitoxin serum for the 
treatment of diphtheria alone has resulted in 
the saving of so many lives that its value 
cannot be measured in dollars and cents.” 


Pleads for Case System. 

Prof. Ames spoke for the application of the 
case method of instruction, as now used in 
the Harvard law school, to every branch of 
education, especially medicine, pharmacy, 
and dentistry. 

“There are too many lecturers,“ he said. 
“The time is coming when all Schools will 
use collections of leading cases instead of 
text books.”’ 

The young physician, surgeon, or phar- 
macist is no longer asked whom he studied 
with or what lectures he attended.“ said 
Prof. Prescott. That old system has gone 
out of vogue. The departments of a univer- 
sity are now nearer together than they used 
to be, and more practical methods of instruc- 
tion are being employed.” 

Program for Today. '

The habitual theatergoer will find a new 
experience awaiting him in the presentation 
of the fifteenth century morality play, 
„ Everyman,” which is being offered this 
week at Steinway hall by the English com- 
pany brought to this country by Charles 


‘Frohman. If he has been fortunate enough 


to have visited Oberammergau and watched 
there the Bavarian peasants in their reverent 
presentment of the Passion play, he will 
not be unprepared for the impression 
“Everyman ” will make upon him, but if he 
has not had this experience the impression 
will have in it considerable of novelty. 

„ Parsifal, at Bayreuth, is similar in 
effect, but in somewhat modified degree, and 
both the Duse production of the D’Annunzio 
„Francesca by the rare oldtime beauty 
of its stage pictures, and the Fiske per- 
formance of Mary of Magdala by the 
nature of its subject matter had in them 
something of the quality of the Every- 
man” presentation so far as the impression 
made on the auditor is concerned. but aside 
from these four productions nothing offered 
recently in the amusement world is recalled 
as ‘at all like to it in effect. 0 

„ Bveryman ” has, however, certain quali- 
ties peculiarly its own. The absence of all 
theatric device, the personages making their 
exit through the auditorium instead of di- 
rectly from the sides of the stage, the se- 
rious nature of the play itself, the quaint 
yet beautiful language, and above all the 
pronouncealy reverent manner in which the 
entire production has been prepared and 
given—these all make the performance 
unique and distinctly apart from all that 
is usually associated with the theater. The 
auditor has the feeling of participating in 
something not far removed from a religious 
ceremony, and yet the appeal made to the 
esthetic sense is so strong that he cannot 
but realize that it is an art work he is con- 
templating, and an art work of exceptionay 
beauty and power it 14. " 

The audience last evening was not a large 
one, but it sat in rapt silence for nearly two 
hours. The shedding of tears was not in- 
frequently seen, and when the play was 
ended the attempt of a few calloused ap- 
plause lovers to indulge their hobby was 
quickly hissed down. It was an audience 
that had been deeply impressed not only by 
the contemplation of matters of a religious 
character but also by contact with beauty 
of a peculiarly pure and high kind. 

The theme of “Everyman” was outlined 
in these columns at the time the play was 
presented here several weeks ago by a com- 
pany of amateurs under the direction of Mr. 
Conway. It will be recalled that it has to do 
with the experiences of Everyman, who is 
summoned by Death to appear before the 
High Father of Heaven and give an account 
of his life in this world. Everyman calls 
on all his companions to go with him to this 
awful accounting, but they desert him as 
soon as they learn whither it is he must go.

HORSES WORTH MORE ALIVE 
_ THAN KILLED FOR FOOD. 
This Fact and City Ordinance Against 
Selling Such Meat Believed to Veto 
Project of German Packer. 


When Max Waldenburger, the German 
packer, laid his plans to open a plant for the 
killing and packing of horses in Chicago he 
reckoned without taking into consideration 
the law and the price of horses. While there 
is a possibility that Waldenburger might se- 
cure the repeal of the ordinance, the com- 
mercial phase of the matter will give trouble. 
Healthy horses are worth more in the 
harness than in the butcher shop,.“ said L. 
M. Newgass. Waldenburger proposes to 
use only sound animais under 8 years old. 
He can’t get such horses for less than 10 
cents a pound on the hoof, and I can't see 
how he could kill and dress them and be 
able taget the meat on the market at a price 
within the reach of the public.“ 

It is said that the demand for horses of 
all kinds is so great that even the crippled 
and decrepit animals known as “killers ’”’ 
are scarce, and that the manager of the 
Archer avenue abbatoir, where such ani- 
mals are disposed of, is hard pressed to get 
enough horses to keep his plant in operation. 

The city ordinance, adopted several years 
ago, when there was excitement over reports 
that bad meat was being sold for food, pro- 
vides as follows: 

No person, firm, or corporation shall, 
within the corporate limits of the city of 
Chicago, sell, offer for sale, or give away any 
flesh of any horse for human food.

ATTACK ON COCAINE HABIT 
STARTS WITH INDICTMENTS. 


Five Druggists Accused of Illegal Sales 
—Railway Men Particularly Said to 


Be Users. | 


To check the spread of the cocaine habit, 
which it is said is assuming alarming pro- 
portions, especially among railway men, the 
state board of pharmacy yesterday secured 
the indictment of five druggists. These men, 
who are charged with selling the drug with- 
out a physician's written prescription, are:

Members of the pharmacy board say the 
sale of cocaine has increased alarmingly of 
late. In certain districts it is said the 
monthly sales of the drug amount to from 
$500 to $1,000. The spread of the cocaine 
habit is declared to be particularly notice- 
able among railway employés, who, by the 
rules of their companies, are not allowed 
to drink intoxicating liquors. 

State laws forbid the sale of cocaine with- 
out a physician's or dentist's prescription, 
under a penalty of from $10 to $50 fine for the 
first offense. The second and subsequent 
violations may be punished by a fine of not 
less than $50 nor more than $200, or a jail 
sentence of thirty days or both. 

Wilhelm Bodeman, a druggist at Fiftieth 
street and Lake avenue, who is treasurer of 
the state board of pharmacy, has been active 
in securing evidence against the alleged vio- 
lators. He was assisted in securing evidence 
by Harry G. Stahl, an agent of the board. 
The indictments are said to have been re- 
turned at the suggestion of Attorney Gen- 
eral Hamlin.

The children should share in the duties 
of the home. But great responsibilities 
should not be thrust on them unless their 
parents codjperate with them.

The members of the county board have 
tread and have been converted by Judge 
1 Tree's arguments in support of an increaso 
1 in the court fees in this county. The fees 
ae are so low now that many are induced to 
begin sults which are without merit, aut 
others to contest and delay action on suits 
which have merit. The county board will 
ask the general assembly to amend the fees 
and salaries law by increasing the docket- 
ing fee in the Cook county courts from $10 
to 815 and the appearance fee from $3 to $5. 
1 he yearly cost of maintaining the Circuit 
— Superior courts is now $250,000 in excess 
3 of the actual receipts. This is the sum the 
taxpayers expend for the encouragement of 
1 litigation. It is estimated that the advance 
| in the fees, which ought to be greater than 
ie proposed, will add $127,000 to the earn- 
ings of the courts and cut in half the present 
deficit. If the increase in earnings ie not 
so large it will be because of a decrease 
1 in the volume of litigation. Such a decrease 
3 will be welcome. It will make it easier for 
4 the judges to keep up with their work and 
will be the beet of reasons why their number 
should not be increased. 
The proposed legislation will affect this 
county alone. Other counties have their 
fee systems -differing from the ome in opera- 
tion here—which it is not proposed to inter- 
fere with.

There is a Russian proverb, to be spoken by 
a man to his wife. It goes: I love thee like 
my heart and I dust thee like my jacket.” 
Also there is a story in Rambaud's history 
of Russia about the Russian woman who 
married a foreigner, but who wrote back 
to her relatives to say that her husband 


didn’t love her; he never gave 


her any 


physical correction. In Anglo-Saxon coun- 
tries, at least at the present time, this view 
of the case does not hold.

Still another clergyman in New York de- 
nounces all modern novels and pronounces 
the libraries which circulate them a curse.

and study by declaring that Shakspeare

Mr. Lessler is an accidental congressman, 
He beat Perry Belmont by a few votes at 
a especial election last January because of 
democratic disaffection. He ran again last 
fall and was badly beaten, Mr. Leasler ul- 
leged that an attempt had been made to 
lead him from the paths of legislative virtue. 
The com mittee properly applied to the house 
for authority to make an investigation. ~- 

Last Friday Mr. Leseler told the commit- 
tee that a Mr. Doblin, an old New York 
acquaintance, had called on him, saying 
that he had been sent by Lemuel Eli Quigg. 
am ex-congressman from New York, and 
had told Mr. Lesaler “there was $5,000 in it“ 
if his support could be secured for the Hol- 
land submarine boat proposition, which he 
had been opposing vigorously, Mr. Leas- 
ler said also that a few days afterwards 
he had a conversation with Mr. Quigg in 
which he informed thet person that “there 
should be uo question of money,” 

The following day Mr. Doblin appeared 
before the committęe and swore he had had 
the conversation with Mr. Leseler and also 
that Mr. Quigg had sent for him to use 
his influence with Lessler in favor of the 
Holland proposition and had said: “If I 
can get the aid I want there will be $5,000 
in it,” and “I think I can make it $1,000 
for you.” Mr. Quigg swore that he had 
called on Leswler at the request of a friend 
and asked him not to be so stiff in his op- 
position to the Holland scheme, but denied 
that in their conversation there had been 
any mention of money on either side. He 
denied also talking about money to Doblin. 

Day before yesterday Doblin, saying he 
was moved by a guilty conscience, reap- 
peared before the committee and took back 
all that part of his testimony reflecting on 
Mr. Quigg and made the surprising state- 
ment that he had perjured himself at the 
request of Mr. Lessler, who had assured 
him that it would be all night.. Mr. Dobliu 
let it be understood that he ig willing to play 
tricks with the truth to oblige a friend when 
he thinks he can do so with safety. Yes- 
terday Mr. Lessler took the stand and denied 
tiga of Doblin’s last story.

Northumberland who is the proud 
possessor of Alnwick castle, the an- 
aug central home of the historic house of 
Percy, to which he belongs only 
thraugh the distaff side. It is - possible 
that the house of lorde may be enriched ere 
long by the addition of an eat! of Northum- 
derland of American birth. The present 
duke’s patronymic ie really Smithson instead 
of Percy, the first duke of the actual rea- 
tion, a neat kineman of the founder of the 
Smithsonian institution at Washington, hav- 
ing married the only daughter and sole heir- 
eas of the last Percy duke of Northumber- 
land, and being 2 2 elevated to the 
honors of his father-in-law. 

Now, oneof the ancestors of this last Percy 
duke of Northumberland—namely: the third 
earl of Cumberland—had a brother, George, 
who emigrated to America and settled in 
Virginia. In Burke's peerage he is recorded 
as having died in 1632, 8. P. it would seem, 
however, these two letters were erroneous 
and that, on the contrary, he left legitimate 
sone. In the early part of the last century 
the descendants of this George Percy were 
still living in Virginia, their ancestry being 
a matter of common knowledge. T. eir de- 
scendants are still living today, and the 
senior of them in point of lineage has, I hear, 
initiated steps in England to establish his 
Claim to the earldom of Northumberland, as 
the heir in the male line direct of the Hon. 
George Percy, younger son of the second 

earl, 
. Ot course he will not be able to recover the 
Percy estates. But I understand that he is 
wealthy and will be quite content with the 
earldom and with the chieftainship of the 
historic house of Louvain+Percy, which the 
present duke will bé compelled to surrender 
to him, along with the Percy armorial bear- 
ings.

King Leopold of Belgium, whatever else 
may be said about him, is a shrewd man 
of the world and a singularly astute mon- 
arch, and in nothing has he given stronger 
evidence thereof than in his silence in the 
face of attacks upon his administration of 
the Congo and of his private life. Only 
on one occasion did he make the mistake 
of prosecuting a German editor at Hamburg 
for something that the latter had written 
about him, and the annoyance, expense, and 
vituperation to which he was subjected in 
the matter, as well as the mortifying failure 
of his action, caused him to regret bitterly 
having allowed himself to be influenced to 
depart from his usual sensible policy of 
silence. 
Unfortunately for King Leopold he has 
some friends possessed of infinitely less 


friends whose zeal is altogether out of pro- 
portion to their discretion, and among the 
number is Sir Hugh Gilszean Reid, who for a 
number of years has been regarded as the 
Engligh press agent of the Belgian monarch. 
Sir Hugh, without any apparent reason, 
has just published over his signature in the 
London Morning Post a two column letter 
defending not only the king's administration 
of the Congo, where he portrays the con- 
ditions as altogether idyllic, but also takes 
up the cudgels in behalf of the private char- 
acter of Leopold, intimating that all the 
ufifavorable criticism of the latter in the 
European and American press originates 
with syndicates of speculators with designs 
on the Congo. 

In the course of the letter Sir Hugh re- 
peatedly assures the public that.he holds 
no brief for King Leopold, expresses doubts 
as to whether his free lance activity is 
always appreciated in high quarters.“ and 
insists that he is and has been “an un- 


in behalf of the king and of the Congo ad- 
ministration. 

Yet in the same article he speaks of hav- 
ing recently threatened the editor of “ an 
important English monthly publication 
with legal proceedings on his (Sir Hugh's) 
responsibility tor allegations against 
the king. 

Now, unless Sir Hugh holds a definite and 
full fledged brief for the king, as well as a 
power of attorney to act in his behalf, what 
possible right or qlalification can he have 
to institute legal proceedings against an 
English publication for having assailed the 
Belgian monarch in its pages. Hither we 
must believe from this that Sir Hugh does 
not mean what he says about his intention of 
taking legal action in the Dnglish courts to 
defend Leopold, knowing that he had no 
status in the matter, or else We must as- 
sume what everybody believes to be true— 
namely: that Sir Hugh, in spite of his as- 
sertions to the contrary, is the duly commis- 


has conferred upon him the high grade of the 
Order of Leopold, as well as of the Congo 
order in recognition of his ‘ unrequited 
services.” 

Meanwhile all that Sir Hugh's letter in the 
Morning Post has served to achieve has been 
to bring about a violent recrudescence of the 
attacks in the English press against Leopoid 
personally and, agalnst the Congo adminis- 
tration. Even*the London Post, which pub- 
lishes his letters, makes it the theme of a 
savage editorial denunciation of the Congo 
administration, drawing attention to the 
fact that Sir Hugh never has visited Africa 
or the Congo, and therefore his fantastic por- 
trayal of the superlatively satisfactory con- 
dition of affairs there carries no weight or 
conviction when compared with the vigorous 
condemnation of Congo government methods 
by authoritative eye witnesses, such as 
Robert Codrington, the administrator of 
northeastern Rhodesia, and Ewart Grogan, 
the famous explorer, who made the remark- 
able trip from the Cape to Cairo. 

That King Leopold’s rule of the Congo has 
been characterized by the most frightful 
atrocities, which are the inevitable conse- 
quence of his system of exploitation, is es- 
tablished beyond a doubt, in spite of any- 
thing that Sir Hugh may write to the con- 
trary. 

It is a system which constitutes a flagrant 
violation of the treaty of Berlin, to which the 
United States was a party, and has served 
to establish an organization of slavery in the 
Free State which can only be maintained by 
the outrages which have earned for King 
Leopold's African dependency such a terrible 
name throughout the civilized world, Mr. 
Grogan justly describing the system as “a 


— 
‘Inasmuch as the duke of Braganza, legiti- 
mist pretender to the Portugal throne, has 
announced his intention of sailing for this 
country within the next few weeks for a pro- 
longed tour, it may be of interest to’ recall 
the fact that he is the son of the late Dom 
Miguel, who ruled for a time as king of 
Portugal until deposed and driven into exile.

TWO MEN ROB A BANK AND 
ESCAPE FROM THE CITIZENS. 


Vaults of a Steelville, Ti, Institution 
Despoiled of $3,000—Thieves Seen at 
Work, but Stand Off Men with Guns. 


Steelville, III., Jan. 27.—[{Special.]—Two 
men blew open the safe in the Steelville bank 
at 3 o'clock this morning and although they 
were seen at work by half a dozen citizens, 
they escaped with $3,000 after displaying 
their revolvers. 

The sheriff at Chester has organized a 
posse and started in pursuit. The police at 
Sparta, Murphysboro, St. Louis, and East 
St. Louis, and the constabulary in the ad- 
joining small towns were notified to watch 
for the men. 

VNitroglycerin was used on the vault, and 


four explosions were necessary before the 


| robbers could get it open. One man did the 
work inside the building, while ttie other 
stood guard on the sidewalk outside. 

Paul Zimmer, an engineer in the mills, was 
awakened by the first explosion. Looking 
out of the window, he saw one robber stand- 
ing on the sidewalk. He ran through the 
alley in the rear of his house to the mill and 
informed the mill employés, who armed 
themselves and started toward the bank. 

Three other explosions were beard in the 
bank building in quick succeésion. The last 


| explosion, more serious than any of the pre- 


ceding ones, was followed by a crashing of 
glass, and sheets of flame poured from the 
bank windows. 

The mill is about two blocks from the 
bank, but so rapidly had the robbers worked 
that they were running up the atreet by the 
time Mr. Zimmer and his posse had started 
toward the bank. They secured a carriage 
‘before they could be overtaken and drove 
away to the eas:wartl. 


DIG UP THE STOLEN MONEY: 


Step-Father of Missouri Bank Robber 
Shows Authorities the Hiding 
Place of $4,300. 


Union, Mo., Jan. 27.—[{Spectal.}—Through 
the confession of Frank Rudolph $4,300 
taken from the bank here has been recov- 
ered. The bank was robbed by William 
Rudolph, a stepson of Frank, and Fred 
Lewis. When Charles J. Shumacher, a 
Pinkerton detective, led a force against 
them several days ago, they killed the de- 
tective and escaped. They had been hid- 
ing in Frank Rudolph’s home. At first he 
insisted that the two thieves had taken the 
money with them, but later he broke down 
and showed where the money, all in gold, 
was buried in one of his flelds. 

Nellie Rudolph, the second daughter of the 
elder Rudolph, was arrested at Stanton to- 
night. It is believed the two fugitivee—Ru- 
dolph and Lewis—are making their way to 
St. Louis. 


Every resource of the Pinkerton National 
Detective agency will be drawn on to ef- 
fect the capture and punishment of William 
Anderson, alias Rudolph, and Fred Lewis, 
who killed Charles J. Schumacher last Sat- 
urday. The murdered man was a brother 
of Supt. Joseph H. Schumacher of the Chi- 
cago branch of the detective agency, and for 
some time had been connected with the St. 
Louis branch. A man hunt has been insti- 
tuted in Washington and Franklin coun- 
ties, Mo., and in which the sheriffs of these 
counties with posses of nearly 100 men 
each are engaged.

OUT HIS WHEAT, 


In Neighborhood of 15,000,000 
Bushels Let Go by Lead- 
ing Bull Interest. 


PRICE OFF THREE CENTS. 


Western Traders Pick Up Large 
Quantities, Covering Shorts; 
No Export Demand.

The house of Armour abandoned its bull 
position on wheat suddenly and sharply yes- 
terday and liquidated a large part, if not all, 
of its line, its sales through half the leading 
commission houses of the floor estimated at 
from 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 bu. This selling 
forced a break of 8c from the early high 
point and of nearly 4c from the top of the 
recent advance. The day’s range was from 
81%-82e to 78%c, the close at 70%c, a net loss 
of 290 for the day. 

Opening prices were easy at 81½ to 8190 
on weakness in English and continental mar- 
kets, but open bidding by Armour repre- 
sentatives forced a quick advance of nearly 
%c. The spurt was entirely artificial, how- 
ever, and evidently engineered with the sole 
purpose of helping to make a market to sell 
more wheat oh, for offerings through con mis- 
sion houses became general and in a short 
time had forced the price to 80c. There was 
a rally of %c as the Armour selling ceased 
for a time, but it was renewed on the advance 
and continued apparently to the close. While 
the big line may not have been entirely liqui- 
dated, the pit impression was that there could 
not be much of it left, and of course other 
longs also sold. The wheat was taken in part 
by the northwest and by New York covering 
short sales and for a time by. pit traders 
playing for a reaction, but the break to 700 
shook out most of the pft wheat. There was 
commission buying on resting orders by peo- 


ple who have been. waiting for a reaction, | 


but the reaction was larger than most of 
those who were buying wanted. 


Absence of Export Demand. 

There was no help for the holder in the 
way of export demand, European buyers 
being evidently uncertain about the market 
and holding off for fear of another break. 
Sales at the seaboard at the close were 
posted at 80,000 bu. Private Paris cables 
denied the recent reports of large French 
buying in this country, said that most of the 
buying has been with a view to reéxporting 
the wheat as flour, that the demand was 
over, and that the damage to the French 
crop Was reparable. Liverpool was at one 
time %d lower, but recovered a little, closing 
d lower, London about the same, Paris off 
%c to Ic, Antwerp unchanged, Berlin 10d 
lower. Bids from Germany here were 1%c 
lower than on Monday, and the export situ- 
ation seemed to have gone to the bad from 
the standpoint’ of the holder. There was 
some adjustment of values with other do- 
mestic markets, Minneapolis off only 1éc, 
but still 2%¢ under Chicago, other markets 
off about as much. Bradstreet’s reported a 
decrease of 622,000 bu in world’s stocks. 
compared with 1,082,000 bu last year, a big 
increase of 1,860,000 bu in Manitoba. There 
were 334 cars northwest to 420 a year ago, 
but primary points had 644,000 bu, to 488,000 
bu last year. There was a decrease of 228. 
000 bu in local contract stocks, to 5,698,000 
bu, but the change was not a loss, but sim- 
ply a transfer from elevators to vessels. 
There were 80,700 bu No. 1 northern inspect- 
ed out of store yesterday also. Clearances 
were 247,000 bu. 

The commission selling, generally attrib- 
uted to Armour, was led by Bartlett, Chand- 
ler, Comstock, Scott, Spencer, Milmine, 
Pringle, Ware-Leland, Harris-Gates, and 
Sterling, one house alone selling over 6,000,- 
000 bu. Cudahy brokers were large sellers, 
and there was an idea thie selling was for 
Armour. The buying’ was scattered and 
harder to trace. Weare, Lester-Kneeland, 
Karrick, Logan-Bryan were active at times, 
while Dunn covered a short line on the break. 


Corn Affected by Wheat. 


There was a big corn market, and for most 
of the session a strong one, but the early 
stubbornness to any sympathetic influence 
of the weakness in Wheat gave way in the 
last hour, and May, which had sold at 489%. 
and held at 45c or better, slipped off to 44%c 
and closed at 44%%c, a net loss of %c. The 
January was also e lower, and deferred 
futures off %c. There was local selling early, 
led by Champlin and Comstock, with a big 
commission demand around 45c, which the 
pit credited to Armour. On the break there 
was general local selling. The early strength 
was in spite of weakness in the cash market, 
prices off e to le on the increasing difficulty 
of making shipments east.

Weak Market in Hog Product. 


More or less substantial declines were 
made in the provision list, the January pork 
settling back to $18.95, a loss of 30c as com- 
pared with Monday, May to $16.67%, 22%c 
lower, with July 200 off.

The third Armour bull campaign in May 
wheat was apparently abandoned yesterday, 
but as the house renewed its bull efforts 
after the close of the earlier campaigns it 
would hardly be safe to say that trade has 
heard of the last one for the delivery. The 
first deal was a small one and was dropped 
at ee 0 75, with a subsequent reaction to 

jater and more ambitious effort 
a ae price to 78\c, from which point, on 
evident Armour selling, there was a reaction 
to 74%c. In each case there was a change of 
attitude, apparently because of too much 
bull company. and also to some extent be- 
cause of too little general outside interest in 
the market. It is not likely that the deal 
just apparently ended was suffering from too 
much bull company, for the Armour holding 
easily overshadowed all others combined, 
and to a certain extent commanded the mar- 
ket, but prices had been forced up here be- 
yond a normal relation with other domestic 
markets and almost to 4 point where it 
would pay to bring wheat here from Du- 
luth, although the northwest has been the 
source of mostiof the bull inspiration. Export 
demand had dropped in a day or two from 
large proportions to almost nothing, and it 
was evidently too early to plan a punitive 
campaign against shorts, for any further 
bolstering up of the market here would have 
been at the cost of taking much high priced 
wheat.’ The only alternative seemed to be 
to give up the deal for the present at least, 
and the change of attitude was made in a de- 
cidedly wholesouled manner. No one in the 
trade believed the Armour line could be mar- 
keted on so moderate a break, but buyers ap- 
‘peared for it from somewhere. If the entire 
line was not sold at least all the high priced 
wheat was tumbled over. 

How much wheat has been sold for Ar- 
mour?’’ said President A. I. Valentine of the 
Armour Grain company in answer to an au- 
dacious question. How do you know any 
has been sold? What do I think of May 
wheat? I believe it will sell at a doller.“ 

Estimates of the amount of wheat sold for 
Armour account in the pit yesterday ranged 
from 10,000,000 bu to 18,000,000 bu, and trad- 
ers thought they were conservative in set- 
tling on 15,000,000 bu. Jack O’Brien alone 
sold 6,000,00@ bu, and it was assumed so 
large an order could come from only one in- 


terest. 
July Oats Agreement.

: It is admitted by Vice President Oppenheim 
of the Chicago Great Western, who has just 
returned from Burope, that negotiations are 
under way for the transfer of the road to one 
of the large western railroad systems. He 
declines, however, to say what line is ne- 
gotiating for control. 

The rumor that the Chicago and North- 
western and Chicago, Milwaukee and gt. 
Paul intend to acquire joint control of the 
property is not believed to be true in railroad 
circles here, though it is probable that the 
Northwestern is interested in the proposed 
deal. The Milwaukee and St. Paul could 
have no object in acquiring any part of the 
Great Western, especially at the high price 
it is held. It covers almost the same terri- 
‘tory Between Chicago and St, Paul and Chi- 
cago and Kansas City. The Northwestern, 
however, could make excellent use of that 
portion of the Great Western from Marshall- 
town to Kansas City, as it would give it the 
desired outlet to Kansas City. 

The opinion is that James J. Hill is the 
party who is after the Great Western. It 
would give his Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific roads an additional outlet to Chi- 
cago and place his Northern Securities com- 
pany in a better position. It is not unlikely 
that in the event of his securing contro! of 
the Great Western Mr. Hill would sell that 
portion of the road from Marshalltown to 
Kansas City to the Chicago and North- 
western.

Other Railway Affairs. 

Commissioner F. C. Donald of the Central 
Passenger association issued a call yester- 
day for a meeting of committees appointed 
by the various passenger associations to 
take steps towards the formation of a Na- 
tional Protective bureau.
